FUNDING HUNT PT 
HOUSING 


Today this community was vi- 
sited by the Redevelopment Agen- 
cy’s M. Justin Herman. He spoke 
at the Area Planning Board Meet- 
ing at the Joseph Lee Auditorium 
before a crowd of about 30 people. 

Herman stated that about three 
or’ four years ago his agency 
became interested in getting the 
old war housing of Hunters Point 
replaced with facilities more in 
line with the needs of income of 
the residents: Several attempts 
were made to get Federal funding, 
but the agency was turned down on 
technical grounds. The technical 
grounds for refusal was said to be 
the fact that there had already 


been one Federal grant to this 


area. This grant is said to have 


been the sale of this land at a 
sub-market price to this City. 
Therefore it was stated that if 
any grant was to be made, it should 
be made by the City. 

Herman affirmed that his agency 
was not satisfied with the reaction 
from the Federal Government. 
They felt that if grants were going 
to be made, they should be made 
to those who need them most, and 
not be denied on such technical 
grounds. The agency was offered 
a loan for working capital, but it 
was clear that this weuld have 
to be paid back. 


Proposition 14 has hampered the 
ability of this area to obtain Fe- 
deral funds, because it is clear 
that Federal Housing Adminis- 
trator, Robert Weaver, has held 
up any Federal funding until the 
constitutionality of Proposition 14 
is determined in the Courts. Her- 
man stated that his agency is doing 
what they can to get a settlement 
on Proposition 14, and that they 
are trying to get legislation through 
so that Federal funds will be al- 
lowed despite any result on Pro- 
position 14, The agency has asked 
Representative John Burton to: 
introduce legislation that would 
prevent any denial of Federalfund- 
ing. The legislation got through the 
Senate, but was blocked in the 
House. This legislation, introduced 
first as a rider, was again intro- 
duced as a separate bill. 

Technically, the bill was introt 


duced to quality Hunters Point for 
federal funding, and has a stipula- 
tion requiring such war housing to 
have at least 1200 units. At the 
time of introduction of the legis- 
lation there were 1800 units. How- 
ever, today there is a demolition 
project- and the old housing is 
steadily being torn down; there is 
a threat of possibly not qualifying 
for funding under the new legisla- 
tion. Herman, at this point, intro- 
duced to the’group his main pur- 
pose for attending the meeting, 
which was to get the community 
to support a modification of the 
pill. This modification would al- 
low Hunters Point to qualify re- 
gardless of the number of units, 
put there are several technicali- 
ties in this modification that were 
not €xplained. For example, it pro- 
vides that the grants should only be 
available providing the City turns 


over the land to a local agency 
without charge. Herman then stated 
that this type of legislation should 
be appealing to community because 
it is an effort to keep the cost of 
housing down, by keeping the price 
of the land down. 

When the session was opened for 
questioning, it was immediately 
asked: how many units of the pro- 
posed housing prepared by the Re- 
development Agency will be for 
families with incomes lower than 
7,000 yearly? Herman’s answer 
was, 1 don’t know. He was then 
asked: what did he mean by want- 
ing community involvement in ail 
housing programs by the Rede- 
velopment Agency, in light of re- 
cent unilateral action on the In- 
dustrial Park by the Board of Su- 
pervisors? He then answered, asa 
Government Agency, we cannot set 
on the shelf and wait until the 
people of this community decide to 
act, before we move on a resolu- 
tion. This community has the res- 
ponsibility of organizing itself to 
deliver effective participation in 
working with all government 
agencies. 


PLAN BRD FIRM WITH 


The Director of the San Fran- 
cisco Redevelopment Agency, Mr. 


Justin Herman, in an appearance’ 


before the Hunters Point Area 
Planning Board, pledged ‘‘unequi- 
vocally’’ to give Hunters Point 
representatives a part in theplan- 
ning of future construction on the 
land where temporary war housing 
is being demolished.

sical, economic and educational 
planning carried on by other area- 
wide organizations,’’ Fazackerley 
states. ‘‘These include Association 
of Bay Area Governments, Bay 
Area Health Facilities Planning 
Association, regional offices of 
various governmental agencies, 
and voluntary social agencies 
which serve the entire area. The 
central staff can work toward solu- 
tions to Bay-wide problems and 
can be deployed to assist the 
county councils with special pro- 
jects as needed and in line with 
their special skills and ex- 
perience.”’

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Editorial 


It is understandable that any criticism of the Poverty Program is 
premature at this point, because it is still an infant program and no 
one knows what it will develop to be. However, this discussion will 
concentrate on the intent of the president in creating this program, 
what we think the intent was in its creation, what will determine 
its success, and what its possibilities are. 

The program machinery has been established, but what was the 
intent in creating such machinery? The Poverty Program, once a 
dream, but now a reality came into being shortly after the president 
had taken office in 1964. Known today as a political wheel, and a 
master of legislation President Johnson has done well in providing 
programs and legislation for America’s less-fortunate. It is almost 
needless to say that the less-fortunate really don’t care about legis- 


- lation and programs, as much as they do about results that relieve 


them of their economical and social burdens. Therefore this question 


_ arises in their minds too, what is the intent behind such legislation 


and programs. : 

First I venture to say that the intent of a man is impossible to 
objectively discern. From this point I will list only possible inten- 
tions in the creation of the Poverty Program: E 
1. A Political move by the president to assure the minority vote. 
2. To create some jobs for the unemployed poor. 

To relieve the masses of poor from their unfortunate plight. 
4. To fore-stall or defeat a militant revolution by the oppressed 
minorities of America. 

It is my opinion that this program was basically created with the 
intent of rallying minority votes, to create jobs for the unemployed 
poor, and as an appeasement to fore-stall or defeat a militant revolu- 
tion by the oppressed minorities. 

It should be understood that this is not to reflect in any manner on 
the greatness of the program, but merely attempts to give some light 
on the ‘‘why”’ of its existence. 

The next question is what are the possibilities of the program after 
the machinery has been created? I realize that within the realm of

- possibilities there are a spectrum of probabilities. However, I will 


list only those probabilities that I consider most probable: 

1. The program might provide a permanent foundation for poverty 
stricken areas to build on. 

2. The program might provide a temporary foundation, that may fall 
after the government support is removed. 

3. The program might provide temporary jobsfor afew of the many 
masses of poor, training and experience for the unfortunate 
youth, and an opportunity to find new minority leaders in the 
area of administration. 

The program might fore-stall an inevitable militant revolution 
by the long oppressed minorities. 

5. That it will in fact give assistance to the needy masses in the 
society, and allow them to raise themselves from the depths of 
the waste lands of America. 

It is my belief that the workers on this program should strive to 
bring into existence two of the above listed probabilities, (1) To 
provide a permanent foundation for the poverty stricken areas to 
build on, and (2)To give assistance tothe needy masses in the society, 
and allow them to raise themselves from the depths of the waste- 
lands of America. Exactly what means should be used to carry out 
these ends I cannot say, but I am certain that whatever means are 
employed must involve active participation by the masses of the poor, 
aS opposed to participation only by a hand-full. 

What is meant by permanent foundation is the establishment of a 


aS 


‘ structure that. is independent from Federal assistance. A structure 


that would provide economical and social stability within a community. 
It is not necessary that mammoth socialinstitutions and businesses be 
established, nor is such probable. But the greatest independent struc- 
ture that can be provided or created is one of a united community 
working against its age old adversary, socio-economic depression. 
To at least give the oppressed masses an opportunity to raise 
themselves form the depths of the wastelands of America, is an oppor- 
tunity long overdue. And with the creation of the Poverty Program 
opportunity is knocking at the doors of the poor throughout the nation. 
However, the question remains, what will be done with this oppor- 
tunity? I hope that a solid permanent economic and social foundation 
will be the end result of this opportunity created by the program.

Coleman Addresses 


Ed Board 


As Chairman of the Economic 
Opportunity “Council of San Fran- 
cisco, Dr. Coleman has addressed 
the Board of Education in regard 
to the Compensatory Education 
Plan submitted by the San Francis- 
co Unified School District under 
Title 1 of the Elementary and Se- 
condary Education Act of 1965. 
This Act requires that ‘‘whenever 
there is, in the area served by the 
local education agency, a Commun- 
ity Action Program approved pur- 
suant to Title 2 of the Economic 
Opportunity Act. . .the programs 
and projects must be developed in 
cooperation with the public or 
private non -profit agency respon- 
sible for the Community Action 
Programs.’’ This requirement has 
not been met by the local Board 
of Education and he questioned 
their statement that close contact 
has been maintained with our of- 
fice and that the Economic Oppor- 
tunity Council staff has been fully 
informed as to the School Dis- 
trict’s plans under PL 89-10. 

The Charter of the Economic 
Opportunity Council of San Fran- 
cisco provides that this organiza- 
tion shall bring the fullest bene- 
fits to the poverty groups in the 
community. The cléarest such 
mandate for this came about onthe 
historic night of August 1, 1965, 
when 51 members representing the 
poor, the disadvantaged and the 
minority groups of this commun- 
ity issued a mandate to all the* 
people of San Francisco,that they 
were determined to have a mean- 
ingful voice in all programs which 
affect them, Dr. Coleman saidthat 
the members of his Council who 


Why They Don 


After taking a survey in this 
area, we found that there were 
several reasons for people ‘‘not 
shopping’’ at the Neighborhood Co- 
op Supermarket, located at Third 
Street and Paul Avenue, Some 


were appointed by the Mayor, and 
did not subscribe to majority re- 
presentation by the poor, have ne- 
vertheless remained on the Council 
and have abided by this mandate, 
They have committed themselves 
to helping the poor and disadvan-: 
taged by accepting this untradition- 
al role and operating under cir- 
cumstances foreign to their usual 
custom. There are still, however, 
many people in the community, in- 
dividually and as members of or- 
ganizations, who claim they are in- 
terested in helping the disadvan-- 
taged but want to do it only on 
their own terms -- terms which. 
obviously have not been success- 
ful in the past. 

Coleman stated that as long as 
he is Chairman of the San Fran- 
cisco Economic Opportunity Coun- 
cil he will remain committed to 
the principles of Community in- 
volvement of the recipients of any 
poverty-related programs, and he 
will continue to be an advocate 
for their participation. 

The San Francisco Unified 
School District and other agencies 
in the City must understand that 
the Economic Opportunity Council 
will not be circumvented and ig- 


‘nored in the matter or programs 


designed to affect the poor of this 
community. They would just as 
soon have the confrontation today 
as tomorrow. As stated in their 
telegram to this Board, they are 
prepared to seek a Federal injunc- 
tion against any agency securing 
funds for the poor if such agency 
violates the spirit of the law which 
requires the ‘*Maximum feasible. 
participation,’ not symbolically 
but to the fullest letter of the law.

The Human Rights Commission, 
at its meeting of December 23rd 
welcomed the action of the Board 
of Education in taking a first step 
towards seeking answers to the 
problem of racial imbalance inthe 
schools. In a letter to the Board’s 
President, Adolpho deUrioste, 
Chairman Edgar Osgood said, 
‘“‘That the question of racial and 
ethnic imbalance in our schools 
is the most sensitive area of in- 
tergroup relations and tensions in 
San Francisco at this time.” 
The Commission also welcomed 
the Board’s decision to ask help

other school districts. It urged 
that communication with broad 


community groups begin ana sug- 
gested that other agencies, suchas 
housing, planning and redevelop- 
ment, also join the city-wide dis- 
cussion since school imbalance 
affects their departments as well, 
Promising to give constant at- 
tention to the school situation, the 
Commission offered its ongoing 
cooperation to the School Board 
in establishing the dialogue. 
Director Frank Quinn, reporting 
on plans for opening up jobs onthe 
Bay Area Rapid Transit District, 
indicated several approaches: (1) 
increasing the number of appren- 
tices and establishing pre - ap- 
prenticeship training to enlarge the 
circle of potential apprentices; (2)

Re - training on - the - job to 
encourage upgrading; (3) Up- 
grading to the other trades from 
laborer’s ranks via on - the - job 
and classroom training. Other Bay 
Area Commissions, State Employ- 
ment Service and other groups will 
work with the unions and sup- 
pliers for BART in enlisting coop- 
eration for these equal opportunity 
measures, 

So that more San Franciscans 
may see the Commission at work, 
its next meeting on January 13 
will be held at night at Francisco 
Jr. High School, Bay and Powell 
Streets. The first night meeting in 
Chinatown will be followed later in 
the year by night meetings in Mis- 
sion and Haight-Ashbury.
